LONDON, Nov. 2(5.—The Port Arthur 


correspondent of the Central News 
sends this dispatch: 


"Marshal Oyarna had 
approached 


Port Arthur steadily for two weeks 
with his army in two divisions,' The 
passage was slow and difficult, as the 
roads, where there were any, were 
poor and the artillery could be brought 
forward only after the pioneers had 
prepared the way. The villages were 
almost empty of supplies. 
Many of 


them had been plundered bare by the 
Chinese. 


"Skirmishing began on November IT. 


Every fort had heavy artillery, which 
was used with effect. The large Krupp 
guns at Hokinsan apparently 
were 


served by skilled artillerymen, and 
were especially destructive. 
On the 


evening of the 21st the Chinese still 
held tight to the redoubts on the coast 
and had twenty guns in working order. 
The Japanese bivouacked on the hills. 
Early in the morning of the 22d they 
began storming the forts. They cap- 
tured Ft. La Yua after a short fight. 
The other positions were captured in 
quick succession, with heavy losses to 
the Japanese. Eighty guns and an 
enormous quantity of rice were taken. 


"It was wholly a land fight. The 


course of events was signaled to the 
Japanese fleet off the coast." 


From Tokio the Central News has 


this renort: 


•Tori Arthur was taken on the 22nd. 


The unite! squadrons merely attracted 
the attention of the enemy's batteries. 
Since Saturday it hns been removing 
the torpedoes from the mouth of the 
port's vard and arsenal. The ships in 
the port were handed over to the navy 
department. The dockyard and arsenal 
are in perfect working order." 


The Tokio correspondent remarks 


that Admiral Ho neglected to specify 
the ships captured, and he denied ihe 
report that there was a naval battle. 
It is believed, however, that the ships 
in question are Chinese warships which 
took refuge at Port Arthur after the 
battle at the mQuth of the Yula, and. 
although fully repaired, did not come 
out arrain, 


A dl-patch boat has left Ping Yang 


inlet for Port Arthur to convey the 
Mikado's congratulations . to Marshal 
Oyaina. 


'The Chee Foo correspondent of the 


Times telegraphs under to-day's date 
that Port Arthur is still burning. 
Twelve Japanese vessels have been 
•seen there, "and the cruisers are still 


near the peninsula. Tlie Chinese lleet 
is at \Vei-Hai-Wei. 


From Shanghai the Times hears: 


"New Chang reports say that (Jen. 
Sting's army is divided. One part holds 
Mothisn Ling firmLy, constantly re- 
pulsing the Japanese. The other part, 
under Gen. Sung, is marching rapidly 
toward Port Arthur to attack the Jap- 
anese. 
A portion of the Japanese 


army will attack Mothisn Ling and the 
remainder will follow Gen. Sung." 


The Times correspondent in Hiroshi- 


ma says: ~"During the attacks on Port 
Arthur the Japanese fleet assisted the 
land troops. The Tonghaks have re- 
volted again in southern Corea, and 
Japanese and Corean troops are busj- 
suppressing the disturbances." 


A dispatch from Paris says that the 


Chinese officials are telegraphing every- 
where that the story of Port Arthurs 
downfall is a wicked invention, and 
that 3.000 brave Chinese soldiers still 
defend that port.

"WASHINGTON, Nov. 26,-— It is seldom 


that much interest is found in the 
pages of the formal annual report of a 
government 
officer, but 
Postmaster 


General Bissel has succeded in proving 
the exception to the rule in his account 
of the operations of the post office de- 
partment 
during 
the past twelve 


months. It contains a number of nov- 
el, almost 
unique, suggestions and 


recommendations, but these are associ- 
ated M-ith practical ideas and plans 
that render them of more .than ordi- 
nary value and tend to incite deep 
study into their scope and worth. The 
policy which Mr. Bissell has outlined 
tnay be briefly given in his own words: 


In general," he says, "I would rec- 


ommend that the first and most im- 
jortant th ing to be done is to revise 
;he law as, ;^ second-class mail-matter, 
.oasto place the post office depart- 
ment immediately upon a self-sustain- 
ng basis. 


"2. Avoid 
expensive 
experiments, 


ike the postal telegraph, rural free 
delivery, etc. ^ 


'3, Develop the postal service on ex- 


sting lines of administration, viz: A. 
»xtend free deliveries in cities that 
now enjoy it; b, accord it to towns al- 
eady entitled to it under the law; c, 
quicken railroad transportation. 


••'1. Revise and reclassify the organ- 


zation of the raihvay-mail service and 
eclassify clerks in post offices. 
"5. Provide for district supervision of 


iostal affairs by appointment of expert 
'ostal officials from classified service, 
s recommended in my last annual re- 
ort." 
Two of the novel features to which 
inference has been made contain a 


limitation of the broad construction 
•which has been placed on second class 
matter, and a suggestion as to the 
lower grade of postmasters. 
In the 


first instance, Mr. Bissell puts forward 
a plan by which legitimate publica- 
tions of the second class, such as news- 
papers and periodicals, may be carried 
ihrough the mails and yet leave the 
government with a surplus, instead of 
the usual deficiency, m the mainten- 
ance of the postal service. 


With reference to the postmasters in 


smaller offices, Mr. Bissell expresses 
his willingness to indorse any reason- 
able plan which will take their selec- 
tion, with all the consequent bicker- 
ings and jealousies, from the hands of 
the postmaster general, and he makes 
his ideas so llroad on»this siibject as to 
leave no doubt that he will favor the 
suggested popular vote as the means 
out of the difficulty in cases where 
there is more than one candidate. 


To show just how vast is the postal 


service of the United States, Mr. Bis- 
sell has taken another novel method. 
lie has secured from his subordinates 
and incorporated in the report a record 
of what is actually accomplished in one 


day, 
and the table presented gives a 


better idea of postal business than 
fuller and more complicated details. 
This record of an average day's busi- 
ness is as follows:

A 
better plan, though somewhat labori- 
ous, consists in boring into the coin 
from the edge so as to remove a consid- 
erable part of its internal substance. 
In this manner about seven dollars' 
worth of gold may be conveniently re- 
moved from a twenty-dollar piece, the 
hole being filled up with a metal com- 
position and soldered at the opening 
with gold. 


Fortunately for the currency, prac- 


tically all the gold in circulation in the 
United States passes every few hours 
through the treasury and subtreas- 
uries. Every piece received at thos« 
institutions is weighed, and, if found 
light in weight, is stamped with a big1 
"L." 
Such coins are 
redeemed as 


bullion. The loss to the government 
by wear and tear on silver coin in 
circulation is considerable. It averages 
three cents on every dollar. Last year 
it amounted to 5339,893. 


The people have not all become 


familiar with the faces of the new 
silver coins. 
The obverse and reverse 


of the older coins they have known so 
long and intimately that the draped 
fignre of Liberty and the majestic pose 
of the eagle are fixed in their mind and 
always recognized, but the new coins, 
with 
changed 
designs, to which, 


purzlinff them more, were added the 
Columbus souvenirs, have not yet 
established their identity. 


The manufacturing counterfeiters, 


quick to discover and take advantage 
of whatever favors deception, almost 
immediately followed the government1* 
issue of the coins of new design with 
their fraudulent issue in likeness of 
them, and reaped a rich harvest be- 
cause the originals were known, but 
not well known. 


The gilders—counterfeiters, 
too— 


saw in the new twenty -five-cent coin, if 
gilded, a presentable, begTiiling ten- 
dollar piece, and pocketed a full per- 
centage of profit until discovered. The 
lack of weight should, of course, and 
does make known the 
fraudulent 


character of the gold coin. 
This last, 


the gilders' scheme to falsify coin, as it 
requires neither skill nor expensive 
plant, and promises so much for so 
little, is always a seductive one to the 
unprincipled or weak of will
